Fo£Draft Call. 


There is yet some uncertainty as to 


when the young men of thejcouuty will be 
called for examination for service in the 
army under the terms of the selective 
draft. Sheriff Haitman has not yet re- 
ceived the official \i*t of numbers which 
will enable him to give notice to those 
concerned. With this list will come de- 
tailed information as to procedure. It is 
expected that the date for examinations 
will be fixed at least five days from the 
time of sending out the notices to appear. 
It is estimated that the examining physi- 
cian will be able to examine about forty 
men each day and at that rate it will re- 
quire a half month to complete the work 
in this county. 


In general it will be well for those con- 


cerned to follow these rules: 


Watch the notices posted in the office 


of the board about 10 days afterjthc day 
you were called and make arrangements 
for the prompt receipt of mail. 


Whether you file a claim of'exemption 


or not, you must present your self for 
physical examination on the day named 
in the notice. 


Ask the board for the blank affidavits 


that are necessary in presenting your 
proof; if the board has not the forme, ask 
to consult the pamphlet of forms. 


Have the affidavits properly accom- 


plished and return them to the board 
within the limit time assigned you—10 
days from the filing of your claim. 


If you have filed a claim for exemption 


and proof in support thereof, watch the 
notices in the office of the local board be- 
ginning about five days after you have 
filed your proof to see what disposition 
was made of your case and make arrange- 
ments for the prompt receipt of mail.

For^Draft Call. 
There is yet some unc<*rtainty as to 
when tho young men of thejrounty will bo 
called for exammation for service in the 
army under the terms of the selective 
draft. Sheriiï Hartman has not yet vc- 
coived the oiîicial \\<l of numbers whic h 
will enable him to give notice to those 
concerned. With this list will come de­ 
tailed information as to procedure. It is 
expected that the date for examinations 
will be fixed at least five days from the 
time of sending out the notices to appear. 
It is estimated that the examining physi­ 
cian will bo able to examine about forty 
men each day and at that rate it will re­ 
quire a half month to complete the work 
in this county. 
In general it will be well for those con­ 
cerned to follow these rules; 
Watch the notices posted in the office 
of the board about 10 days afterîthe day 
you ^Yerc called and make arrangements 
for the prompt receipt of mail.

Meal, Says College Expert. 


Food conservation Is quite as Impor- 


tant as food production. People of 
this country can profit by the experi- 
ence of European nations at war, and 
at the same time effect a great saving 
in their living expenses. 
European 


peoples started conserving food when 
they were forced to do so, but the peo- 
ple of this Country can avert the ne- 
cessity by beginning now. These are 
the conclusions of food experts. 


Miss Bab Bell of the Missouri Col- 


lege of Agriculture Is of the opinion 
that most women serve too many foods 
at a meal. "A meal may be well-bal- 
anced and appetizing, and still be sub- 
ject to reduction without loss to body 
needs," said Miss Bell. "By cutting 
down the number of foods served the 
cost of meals can be materially de- 
creased. Furthermore, there is no ne- 
cessity for folks to eat more than they 
need. 
By doing without the excess 


which is usually consumed, we can 
make available Just that much more 
food for future' needs." 


Miss Bell cited the following meal 


as typical: 
"Clear soup, maccaroni 


and cheese, lettuce and beet salad, np- 
ple sauce, bread and butter, cream 
pie." 
This meal will be just as well 


balanced and much more economicn1 


if It is simplified thus: Macaroni and 
cheese, lettuce salad, bread and but 
ter, tipple sauce. 


"In like manner," she concluded, "ir 


planning meals, see flrst that the nee 
.essary classes of food are represented 
and then see how few dishes may be 
served, rather than how many." 


Blackbirds of Two Kinds; 


One Deserves No Quarter, 


Other Has Good Qualities. 


The lark has two sable relatives, 


very numerous, which have long been 
of ill repute. One Is the grackle, our 
common big, snaky keel-tailed "black- 
bird," and he deserves the black eye 
he has (actually, by the way, that or- 
gan Is of a maniacal straw yellow), 
and his place In the list of birds with- 
out protection. He does destroy many 
bad bugs, especially cutworms and 
other ground Infesting nuisances, but 
he also punishes the grain, spoils a 
deal of corn In the milk and systemati- 
cally raids the nests of his smaller 
neighbors, the weed seed gleaners and 
small Insect scourges, breaking their 
eggs and braining their helpless young. 
So It might be all right to eat grackles 
if grackles were not decidedly too 
tough and strong to eat. 


But the other blackbird, the redwing, 


:hat fine steel black march bugler with 
the orange scarlet epaulettes, can be 
eaten, can when flocked In autumn be 
slaughtered wholesale with the spread- 
ng charge of a shotgun, and although 
le too takes some toll of the grain 
and the corn in ear investigation has 
stablished his overbalancing worth.

WITHOUT SUGAR 


Fruit for use In pie or salads or as 


stewed fruit can be put up or canned 
without the use of any sugar at all, 
according to the canning specialists 
of the government. They, therefore, 
advise those who, because of the high 
price of sugar, have been thinking 
of reducing the amount of fruit they 
put up. to can as much of their sur- 
plus as possible by the use of boiling 
water when sugar " sirup Is beyond 
their means. Any fruit, they say. may 
be successfully 
sterilized 
and re- 


tained their natural flavor, texture and 
color- as well as fruit put up In sirup. 
Fruit canned without sugar to be used 
for sauces or desserts must be sweet- 
ened. 


Can the product the same day It Is 


picked. Cull, stem, or seed, and clean 
the fruit by placing It In a strainer 
and pouring water over It until It Is 
clean. 
Pack the product thoroughly 


In glass jars or tin cans until they are 
full; use the handle of a tablespoon, 
wooden ladle, or table knife for pack- 
ing purposes. 
Pour over the fruit 


boiling water from a-kettle, place rub- 
bers and caps In position, partial! 
seal If using glass Jars, seal complete- 
ly If using tin cans. 
Place the con 


tainers in a sterilizing vat such as a 
wash boiler with false bottom, or oth 
er receptacle Improvised for the pur- 
pose. If using a hot-water bath out- 
fit, process for 80 minutes { count time 
after the water has reached the boll- 
Ing point; the water must cover the 
highest jar In container. After steril- 
izing remove packs, seal glass Jars, 
wrap In paper to prevent bleaching 
and store In a dry, cool place. 


If you are canning In tin cans It will 


Improve the product to plunge the 
cans .quickly into cold water imme- 
diately after sterilization. When us- 
ing a steam-pressure canner Instead of 
the hot-water bath, sterilize for ten 
minutes with five pounds of steam 
pressure. 
Never allow the pressure 


to go over ten pounds.

Concrete is a good building mate- 


rial or it is not and this will depend 
upon the materials used and the way

Gooseberry Soup. 


Take two pounds of gooseberries, 


two quarts of water, two cupfuls of 
sugar, two tablespoonfuls of corn- 
starch, the yolks of two eggs and an 
inch stick of cinnamon. 
Wash the 


gooseberries 
and put them Into a 


saucepan with the water, and sugar. 
Add the cinnamon and boll until the 
fruit is reduced to a pulp. Then strain 
and thicken with the cornstarch, mixed 
to a paste with four tablespoonfuls of 
cold water. Simmer for five minutes, 
•then pour over the yolks of the eggs, 
which have been in a soup tureen. 
Serve with rusks or wafers. 


A half-cupful of gooseberry pre- 


serves allowed to stand until rather 
dry will take the place of raisins in 
cake or pudding. • Any rich sauce, If 
allowed to dry out partly, may be used 
in fruit drop cakes most satisfactorily. 


Gooseberry Marmalade. 


Put the berries Into a saucepan, al- 


lowing a half-cupful of water to each 
quart of fruit, and let them cook until 
quite soft. Then rub them through a 
sieve fine enough to keep back the 
seeds. Measure this pulp, using equal 
measures of sugar.

Fruit for use in pie or salads or as 
stowed fruit can be put up or canned 
without tho use of any sugar at all, 
according to tho canning specialists 
of the government. 
They, therefore, 
advise thoso who, because of the high 
price of sugar, have boon thinking 
of reducing the amount of fruit they 
put up, to can as much of tholr sur­ 
plus as possible by the use of boiling 
water when sugar sirup Is beyond 
tholr moans. Any fruit» they say, may 
be 
successfully 
sterilized 
and 
re­ 
tained tholr natural flavor, texture and 
color as w’oll as fruit put up In sirup. 
Fruit canned without sugar to be used 
for sauces or desserts must be sweet­ 
ened. 
Can tho product the same day It IS 
picked. Cull, stem, or seed, and clean 
the fruit by placing It In a strainer 
and pouring water over it until it is 
clean. 
Pack tho product thoroughly 
In glass jars or tin cans until they are 
full; use the handle of a tablespoon, 
wooden ladle, or table knife for pack­ 
ing purposes. 
Pour over the fruit 
boiling water from a kettle, place rub­ 
bers and caps In position, partially 
seal if using glass Jars, seal complete­ 
ly if using tin cans. 
Place the con­ 
tainers In a sterilizing vat such as a 
wash boiler with false bottom, or oth­ 
er receptacle Improvised for the pur­ 
pose. 
If using a hot-water bath out­ 
fit, process for 30 minutes J count time 
after the water has reached the boil­ 
ing point; the water must cover the 
highest Jar In container. After steril­ 
izing remove packs, seal glass Jars, 
wrap in paper to prevent bleaching 
and store In a dry, cool place. 
If you are canning In tin cans it will 
improve the product to plunge the 
cans .quickly Into cold water Imme­ 
diately after sterilization. 
When us­ 
ing a steam-prossure canner Instead of 
the hot-wator bath, sterilize for ten 
minutes with five pounds of steam 
pressure. 
Never allow the pressure 
to go over ton pounds.

Rapidity Under Conctanf Menace 


of Death—Wounded Loud in 


Praises of Surgeons. 


By C. F. BERTELLI. 


Paris.—The remaking of the eye 


region through the transplantation of 
part of the mucous membrane and the 
grafting of eyelids and lashes are 
among the marvels of plastic surgery 
accomplished in France during 
the 


war by Dr. Louis Borsch, the famous 
American oculist, who, since August, 
1914, has been chief ophthalmic sur- 
geon at the huge Grand Pulais Mili- 
tary hospital in Paris. 


Doctor Borsch has just 
returned 


from a trip to the trenches and fleld 
hospitals, which he made at the re- 
quest of the department of health for 
the purpose of advising as to the pos- 
sibility of improving existing methods 
of treating wounds of the eye and 
saVing the vision of the thousands of 
soldiers who in this latter phase of 
the war are suffering from such injur- 
ies. 


"Three years, of constant daily ex- 


perience in the treatment 
of 
eye 


wounds at the Grand Palais," said 
Doctor Borsch on his return, "has en- 


i nbled me to. witness a very consider- 


able improvement in-the methods em- 
ployed, and very gratifying results are 
now being obtained. If we could have 
taken up our task in 1914 with the 
benefit of the experience 
we 
have 


«since acquired, pur results would cer- 
tainly have been more than 100 per 
cent better. 


Under Menace of Death. 


"The one great lesson we have 


learned is that our chances of oper- 
ating successfully in cases of eye 
wounds 
are 
enormously 
increased 


when patients are brought to us im- 
mediately after they have 
received 


their wounds. 
The same remark, of 


course, applies to all wounds. 


"How well the heads of the French 


medical service realize this will be 
understood when I say that during 
my Champagne trip I found many 
cases in which the wounded had been 
brought from the trenches to the 
field hospitals, washed and operated 
upon, with all dressings completed, 
within four hours of their receiving 
their 
injuries. 
The surgeons and 


nurses work under the constant men- 
ace of death. 
I myself saw 
them 


working in flrst-ald dugouts nnd in 
the hospitals just behind the lines 
amidst never-ending showers of big 
shells, yet they handle their patients 
with a coolness, rapidity nnd 
skill 


wliich cannot be surpassed 
in the 


operating theater of a Paris hospital. 


"Tho 
wounded are unanimous in 


their praise of the treatment 
they 


receive, and so thorough and efficient 
is it that I do not think it possible 
to improve upon the work 
of 
the 


fleld hospitals that we inspected. We 
saw many wounded with severe frac- 
tures of the thighs and legs who 
were walking about the wards in a 
special 
apparatus 
four days 
after 


their being wounded; these men as- 
sured me they had never suffered a 
moment's pain. 


"We also saw many German wound- 


ed, and there was not one of them who 
did not seem pleased to be a prisoner 
In French hands. 
They are treated 


with precisely the same care and de- 
votion as. the.French wounded, whose 
wards they share, and no distinction 
whatever is made. 


"Dangerous eye wounds, that in 


their treatment call for nerves of 
steel in the surgeon'and a hand that 
never deviates a hair's breadth, are 
tended amid the most hellish uproar 
Imaginable;-the quick and efficient use 
of the eye magnet, for instance, for 
drawing out shell splinters from tho 
rfgion of the eye socket 
has saved 


sight in thousands of cases. 


"Unfortunately beneath the cease- 


less cataract of exploding she.lls the 


face wounds in ninny cases are so 
bad that no ophthalmic skill could 
possibly save the sight. 
But here 


plastic surgery, oue of the wonders 
of the war, conies in to make the 
victim's face again presentable. Plas- 
tic work goes further than the re- 
making of shattered jaws ami noses; 
the upper part of the face, including 
the eye region, can be patched up so 
as to make the poor wounded pre- 
sentable and not objects of horror 
to their fellow men." 


The records of the Grand Palais 


hospital show that Doctor Borsch, who 
was one of the first American sur- 
geons to graft the cornea, has suc- 
cessfully transplanted skin, bone, car- 
tilage and mucous membrane to the 
orbit. 
In several cases he has pro- 


vided soldiers with now eyelids by 
taking cartilage from the .ribs, graft- 
ing it over the socket and afterwards 
making an Incision in the new skin. 
To the upper and lower edges of the 
slit thus made he has grafted flesh- 
bearing hairs, which is taken from 
the eyebrows, in this manner furnish- 
ing new lashes, and has afterwards 
patched up the eye socket by trans- 
plantations from the mucuous mem- 
brane taken from the mouth.

Hero, Writes Interesting Letters 


of Life at the Front—Luck 


Of Section Seven. 


New York.—Eliot Norton of New 


York city has received a letter from 
an American volunteer in France, Nor- 
man Lee, eighteen-years old, son of a 
newspaper man, who has been driving 
an American Ked Cross ambulance for 
the last nine months, and who has re- 
ceived the Croix de Guerre. The let- 
ter follows: 


"It's 2 a. m. I have just returned 


from a trip and it's a good time to 
write. While 1 attempt this two men 
are busily engaged in piling up trench 
torpedoes just outside of the 'dugout.' 
I call it a dugout—in reality it's only 
a cellar—but it serves its purpose— 
keeps the 'eclats' from hitting you—of 
course, a direct hit would be a differ- 
ent thing. The Bodies dropped a few 
gas shells over about midnight. Have 
you ever heard a. rattlesnake? Well, 
a gas shell has the same effect. No 
one has to tell you what it is, you 
know. It Just goes 'put', and lets out 
a greenish vapor. 
That's enough— 


down in the dugout—put 
on your 


masks and wait until the Bodies are 
finished. But it's a ghastly scene, one 
candle burning, and every one sitting 
around with masks on—the cat hugs 
the fire while James, the medicine 
dog, 
has his mask on, too—it's a spe- 


cial one—and he knows enough not to 
paw it off. He's a mil war-dog. 


Official "Sniffer" Appointed. 


"During these sessions tHere is al- 


ways an official 
'sniffer' 
appointed, 


who has to lake off his mask, every 
once in a while, go to the door and 
see if the stuff is still around. The 
other day we were in doubt, so we 
threw the cat out. She came back so 
quickly that no one had any doubt 
that it still was there. 
Oh! it bothers 


me, the gas more than the shells. It's 
a pretty rotten way to make war. 


"A Boche avion came over the town 


we stay in the other night and dropped 
four bomj>s. One hit on the house next 
the one the 'chief' was sleeping in, the 
rest a few hundred feet from our 
tents. No one was hurt. 
We called 


it the luck of Section Seven. 
Strange 


to say, the name of the street all tho 
bombs fell on is 'rue de la Bombe.' 


"I had an interesting experience a 


few days ago, in fact, at the time, it 
was .too interesting. 
If I remember 


rightly I closed by last letter up in 
order to get a little sleep while I had 
the chance. Well, I hadn't been asleep 
more than an hour when I was awak- 
ened by the noise of 'arrivees'—not 
shells, but shrapnel. 
There wars a 


battery not far from us and the Bodies 
were trying to silence it by making the 
gunners take to cover; hence, the 
shrapnel^ I might remark that the en- 
trance to our dugout having once boon 
German now faced the wrong way— 
said entrance boing covered by a 
blanket. Each shot kept coming near- 
er, and you can't imagine a weirder 
sound than 
the whine of bursting 


shrapnel. 


Burst at the Door. 


"Pretty soon it came so near that 


you could hear pieces bitting the top 
of the dugout. 
The last one burst 


the nearest—right in front of the door. 
Zowie! ing! patter, hit, bang! 
They 


ripped through that blanket like a 
clown going, through a paper ring at a 
:ircus. I held my breath and lay still. 
Fortunately, none of us got hit, but in 
the morning we picked pieces out of 
all the wall.s. The blanket resembled 
i huge; piece, of Swiss cheese. 
The 


gunners came down in the morning to 
look us over, and told us the Bodies 
hadn't succeeded in driving them from 
their guns for a moment. 
We all 


agreed with the brancardier, who re- 
marked, 'Sale Boche.' 


"The same weather continues. Knin, 


hail, snow and 
mud—inches deep. 


Think of the poor wounded in it all. 
But we do help them. With love to all.

Tokyo.—That Japanese women con- 


stantly are taking a larger part in the 
activities of the empire Is shown by 
recent investigations. As in Europe, 
so Jn Japan, women are filling posi- 
tions formerly exclusively hold by 
men. 


Thefe are 4,000 wompn working un- 


der the'railway bureau, most of them 
-ticket sellers, cashiers and account- 
ants, and 6,000 women find employ- 
ment In the cigar and cigarette fac- 
tories of the government tobacco mo- 
nopoly. Their wages range from 10 to 
25 cents a day. Male clerks in banks 
and mercantile houses constantly are 
being replaced by women, w'jo receive 
$5 to $15 a mt>nth.

Paris,—The remaking of the eye 
region through the transplantation of 
part of the mucous membrane and the 
grafting of eyelids and 
lashes 
are 
among the marvols of plastic surgery 
accomplished in France 
during 
the 
war by Dr. Louis Borsch, the famous 
American oculist, who, since August, 
1914, has been chief ophthalmic sur­ 
geon at the huge Grand Palais Mill- 
tary hospital in Paris. 
Doctor Borsch has just returned 
irom a trip to the trenches and field 
hospitals, which he made at the re­ 
quest of the department of health for 
the purpose of advising as to the pos­ 
sibility of improving existing methods 
of treating wounds of the eye 
and 
sn\Mng the vision of the thousands of 
soldiers who in this latter phase of 
the war are sulTerlng from such injur­ 
ies. 
“Three year§ of constant daily ex­ 
perience in 
the 
treatment 
of 
eye 
wounds at the Grand Palais,’* said 
l^octor Borsch on his return, “has en­ 
abled me ta witness a very consider­ 
able improvement in the methods em­ 
ployed, and very gratifying results are 
now being obtained. 
If we could have 
taken up our task in 1014 with the 
benefit of the experience 
wo 
have 
since acquired, our results would cer­ 
tainly have been more than 100 per 
cent better. 
Under Menace of Death. 
“The one great 
leisson 
we 
have 
learned is that our chances of oper­ 
ating successfully in 
cases 
of 
eye 
wounds 
are 
enormously 
increased 
when patients are brought to us im­ 
mediately after they 
have 
received 
their Vv'ounds. 
The same remark, of 
course, applies to all wounds, 
“How well the heads of the French 
medical service realize this will be 
understood when I say that 
during 
my Champagne trip I found many 
cases In which the wounded had been 
brought from the trenches 
to 
the 
field hospitals, washed and operated 
upon, 
with all dressings completed, 
within four hours of their r-eceivlng 
their 
Injuries. 
The 
surgeons 
and 
nurses work under the constant men­ 
ace of death, 
I niy.self 
saw 
them 
working in first-aid dugouts and in 
the ho.spltals just behind 
the lines 
amidst never-ending showers of big 
shells, yet they handle their patients 
with a coolness, rapidity 
and 
skill 
which 
cannot 
be surpas.sed in 
the 
operating theater of a Paris hospital. 
“The 
wounded are unanimous In 
their pral.se of the treatment 
they 
receive, and so thorough and efiiclent 
Is it that I do not think it possible 
to improve upon the worlc 
of 
the 
field hospitals that we Inspected. We 
saw many wounded with severe frac­ 
tures of the thighs and legs who 
were walking about the wards In a 
special 
aj)paratus 
four 
days 
after 
their being wounded; these men as­ 
sured me they had never suffered a 
moment’s pain. 
“We also saw many German wound­ 
ed, aiul there was not one of them who 
did not seem pleased to be a prisoner 
In French hands. 
They are treated 
with precisely the same care and de­ 
votion as the French wounded, whose 
wards they share, and no distin(*tion 
%yhatever is made. 
“Dangerous 
eye 
wounds, 
that 
in 
their treatment call 
f(n* 
nerves 
of 
steel in tiu* surgeon and a hand that 
never deviates a hair’s breadth, are 
tHided amhl the most hellish uproar 
Imaginable; the quick and efiiclent use» 
of the eye magnet, for instance, for 
drawing out shell splinter.s fi^om the 
ri’gion of the eye socket 
bas saved 
itght In thousands of cases. 
“rnforiunately beneath the cease- 
ii'SS cataract of exploding shqjls the 


face wounds in many oases are so 
bad that no ophthalmic skill could 
possibly 
save 
the sight, 
l^ut here 
plastic surgery, one of the wonders 
of the war, comes in to make the 
victim's face again presentable. Plas­ 
tic work goes further than the re­ 
making of shattered jaws and noses; 
the upper part of the face, including 
the eye region, can bo patched up so 
as to make the poor wounded pre­ 
sentable and 
not objects of horror 
to their fellow men.’* 
The records of the Grand Palais 
hospital show that Doctor Borsch, who 
was one of the first American sur­ 
geons to graft the cornea, has suc- 
ces.sfully trans])lanted skin» bone, car­ 
tilage and mucous membrane to the 
orbit. 
In several cases he has pro­ 
vided soldiers with ncnv eyelids by 
taking cartilage from the .ribs, graft­ 
ing It over the socket and afterwards 
making an incision in the new skin. 
To the upper and lower edges of the 
slit thus made he has grafted fiesh- 
bearing hairs, which Is taken from 
the eyebrows, in this manner furnish­ 
ing new lashes, and has afterwards 
patched up the eye socket by trans­ 
plantations from the mueuous mem­ 
brane taken from the mouth.

Hero, Writes Interesting Letters 
of Life at the Front— Luck 
of Section Seven. 


New York.—Eliot Norton of New 
York city has received a letter from 
an American volunteer in France, Nor­ 
man Lee, eighteen years old, son of a 
newspaper man, who has been driving 
an American Ked Cross ambulance for 
the last nine months, and who has re­ 
ceived the Croix de Guerre. 
The let­ 
ter follows: 
“It’s 2 a. m. 
I have just returned 
from a trip and it’s a good time to 
write. 
While 1 attempt this two men 
are busily engaged in piling up trench 
tori)edoes just outside of the ‘dugout.* 
I call it a dugout—in reality it’s only 
a cellar—but it serves its purpose— 
keeps the ‘eclats’ from hitting you—of 
course, a direct hit would be a differ­ 
ent thing. 
The Bfjches dropped a few 
gas slK'Ils over about midnight. 
Have 
you ever heard a rattlesnake? 
Well, 
a gas shell has the same effect. 
No 
one has to tell you what It is, y(ju 
know. 
It just goes 'put’ and lets out 
a greenish vapor. 
Tliat’s enougli— 
down in the dugout—put 
on your 
masks and* wait until tlie Boches are 
finl.shed. 
But it’s a ghastly scene, one 
candle burning, and every one sitting 
around with masks on— the cat hugs 
the fire while James, the medicine 
dog, hits his mask on, too—it’s a si>e- 
cial one—and he knows enough not to 
paw it off.

Pack In a mold, chill on ice and 
when ready to serve cut In slices and 
place on crisp lettuce leaves. 


Mixed Salad.—Slice some tomatoes 


and cucumbers and arrange on head 
lettuce. Into French dressing stir as 
much loquefort cheese as is liked and 
add to the vegetables just as they are 
ready to serve. For those who do not 
enjoy the delicieus cheese, the dress- 
ing may be served without it. 


Vegetable Harlequin.—Cook half a 


peck of spinach as usual and drain, 
then chop fine, seasoning well. 
Cut 


three or four cooked beets into dice- 
and heat in a tablespoonful of butter. 
Season well with salt and pepper. Re- 
heat two cupfuls of peas in the same 
way. Arrange the spinach in a ring 
around a small platter. The spinach 
should be dry enough to make a ridge 
an inch and a half high; inside the 
ring at either end put the beets, and in 
the middle the peas, keeping the line 
of division straight as possible. Over 
the whole sprinkle parsley and send 
very hot to the table.

Mash a few In the 
bottom of the preserving kettle with a 
wooden potato masher and continue 
to add the fruit until they are all 
used. Bring slowly to the boiling point 
and let simmer until the currants lock 
white. 
Strain through several thick- 


nesses of cheesecloth or drain through 
a jelly bag. Measure the juice and 
boll it five minutes, add an equal meas- 
ure of heated sugar, bring to the boil- 
Ing point and boll three minutes, skim 
and pour into glasses. Let" stand in 
a sunny window for a day, cover with 
paraffin and keep in a cool, dry place. 


In many places all over the country 


•wild raspberries abound. These berries 
have a most delicious flavor, but being 
smaller than the cultivated kind are 
better used for jelly, shrub and sirups, 
or the juice combined to give flavor to 
other fruits in canning. 


Strawberries are 
not 
sufficiently 


rich in pectin to make good Jelly, but 
the flavor is so delicious that experi- 
ments have been made with these 
frtfJts lacking pectin, saving them to 
us in the form of Jelly. Take the white 
pith of half an orange, boll it for an 
hour or two to remove all its pectin 
and add it to strawberry Juice and 
see what fine jelly can be made. The 
yellow rind should all be removed be- 
fore using the orange peel unless you 
want tho combination of flavor. There 
will be sufficient pectin in half an 
orange rind for several glasses of 
Jelly. 


Strawberry Cup.—Prepare, a freezer 


of vanilla Ice cream. Add three table- 
spoonfuls of orange extract to a cup- 
ful cf heavy cream, whipped. Halve a 
few choice berries lengthwise and 
press the smaller ones through a sieve' 
and mix the pulp and Juice with a cup- , 
ful and a half of sugar; chill. To serve, 
put a tablespoonful of die Juice In tho 
bottom of * sherbet cup, add' a round- 
Ing portion of cream, pipe thejwhlpped 
cream above, poor on another spoon* 
ful of the sirup and dteorat* with tho 
fttrawberrtM.

each mold with olives and dress with 
mayonnaise. 
Ellsworth Salad.—Drain a can of 
peas aud add two apples chopped fine 
with one medium-sized cucumber. Mix 
lightly with the peas and a half cupful 
of coarsely chopijed pecan or walnut 
meats. 
Serve on crisp lettuce with 
boiled or mayonnaise dressing. 
Red Pepper Salad.—Mix half a can 
of pimentoes with one cream cheesMj. 
Beat into the mixture suflicient may­ 
onnaise to soften and add a few drops 
of onion juice, or more if the fiavor is 
liked. Pack in a mold, chill on ice and 
when ready to serve cut In slices and 
place on crisp lettuce leaves. 
Mixed Salad.— Slice some tomatoes 
and cucumbers and arrange on head 
lettuce. 
Into French dressing stir as 
much loquefort cheese as is liked and 
add to the vegetables just as they are 
ready to serve. For those who do not 
enjoy the delicleus cheese, the dress­ 
ing may be served without it. 
Vegetable Harlequin.—Cook half a 
peck of spinach as usual and drain, 
then chop fine, seasoning well. 
Cut 
three or four cooked beets Into dice 
and heat in a tablespoonful of butter. 
Season well with salt and pepper. Re­ 
heat two cupfuls of peas in the same 
way. 
Arrange the spinach in a ring 
around a small platter. 
The spinach 
should be dry enough to make a ridge 
an inch and a half h ig h ; inside the 
ring at either end put the beets, and in 
the middle the peas, keeping the line 
of division straight as possible. 
Over 
the whole' sprinkle parsley and send 
very hot to the table.

The time Is at hand to prepare our 
fruits and Jellies for w’inter use. 
If 
each h o u s e w i f e will, 
when putting up her jel­ 
lies and jams, remember 
the soldier boys and put 
up a few extra for hos­ 
pital use, they will da 
worlds of good. 
Such 
gifts will cost little, but 
when all brought togeth­ 
er will make a wonder­ 
ful store of good thing» 
to cheer those who are 
suffering on beds of pain. 
Currant Jelly.—Currants for jelly 
should not be overripe or picked Im­ 
mediately after a rain. 
Look the cur­ 
rants over carefully, wash but do not 
remove the stems. Mash a few In the 
bottom of the preserving kettle with a 
wooden potato masher and continue 
to add the .fruit until they are all 
used. Bring slowly to the boiling point 
and let simmer until the cuiTants look 
Miilte. 
Strain through several thick­ 
nesses of cheesecloth or drain through 
a Jelly bag. 
Measure the juice and 
boil it five minutes, add an equal meas­ 
ure of heated sugar, bring to the boil­ 
ing point and boil three minutes, skim 
and pour into glasses. 
Let* stand in 
a sunny window for a clay, cover with 
parafiln and keep in a cool, dry place. 
In many places all over the country 
•M’ild raspberries abound. These berries 
have a most delicious flavor, but being 
smaller than the cultivated kind aro 
better used for jelly, shrub and sirups, 
or tJie juice combined to give flavor to 
other fruits In canning, 
StrawbeiTies 
are 
not 
sufilciently 
rich in pectin to make good Jelly, but 
the flavor is so delicious that experi­ 
ments have been made with these 
fnrSta lacking pectin, saving them to 
us in the form of jelly. Take the white 
pith of half an orange, boil it for an 
hour or two to remove all its pectin 
and add it to strawberry Juice and 
see what fine jelly can be made.
